AMERICAN TREATIES 


A welcome move is being 
made by the United States of 
America to, associate itself 
actively with ‘the efforts of the 
League of Nations to promote 
open diplomacy. In 
whenever the United States 

| Government enters into 2 treaty 
with another country, the agreo- 


‘| ment in question will be sent to 


the League Sceretariat, for .re- 
gistration and publication. All 
the fifty-seven members, of. the 
League are already bound to re- 
rister their treaties with the 
League. Article XVIII of the 
Covenant, which they have 
signed, states plainly that no in- 
ternational engagement shall. be 
binding until so registered. 


_| More .than_3,300_treaties_of all, 


kinds have up to the present 


Jbeen thus registered and tha 


majority of them published in 
the League's “Treaty Serics”. 
In the very early days of the 
League, it was agreed at Geneva 
that countries outside should be 
allowed to register their treaties 
if they so desired. At _ that 
time, the prospects of the United 
States availing herself of this 
opportunity were extremely 
slender. Washington studiously 
ignored the existence of the 
League. With Americn now 
co-operating closely in so many 
League activities, from ‘the Dis- 
armament Conference to tho 
anti-dyug campaign or the work 
of the International Labour, Or- 
ganisation, the situation is 
obviously far different, For 2 
long time past, in point of fact, 
the subject of treaty registration 
has aroused considerable interest 
in the United States. Following 
on a resolution adopted by the 
American Society of Internation- 
al Law, four hundred sets of the 
Lengue’s 'Trenty Series” .were 
bought for the use of the lead- 
ing libraries. A few years ago, 
the Government decided to send 
the texts of all treaties to 
Geneva, for information but not, 
for registration because the 
United States was not a mem~- 
ber.. That obstacle has now up- 
parently. broken down. Full re- 
gistration has been agreed upon 
in an exchange of letters be- 
tween ‘the American Consul: at 
Geneva. and the acting Director 
of the Lengue’s Legal Section.

Worker repre- 
sentatives not only must not an- 
tagonise the management—for that 
means discharge—but are ignorant 
of labour conditions in other plants 
and other sections even in the same 
industry, and moreover are un- 
trained in the tactics of bargain- 
ing; thus: the representatives are 
usually timid, ignorant and unskill- 
et negotiators, No- truly equal- 
sided collective bargaining is pos- 
sible in company uniony. A com- 
‘pany union cannot strike because 
it has elther no treasury or onc 
limited to its own members; , it 
cannot get the help of other 
workers in. the same’ industry, 
Consequently a company union has 
no power of compulsion over ‘An 
employer. :

‘THE FIRST DUTY OF 


_ BRITAIN’S AIR’ FORCE. | 
By Major-General Sir C. W. Gwynn. 


RIGADIER-GENERAL Groves, 

in his “Behind the-. Smoke 
Sercen,” has dealt very tully with 
the whole question of the employ- 
ment of alr power, though he lays 
much more stress on the potentiali- 
ties he,claims for it than on: its 
limitations... Many of his conten- 
tlons ‘one cnnnot accept, but there 
ia no denying the importance of the 
subject and, without entering into 
controversy on points of detail, 1 
should like to discuss his main 
thesis. : - 


He claims that “adequate air 
power is now for Britain tho first 
and indispensable condition both of 
security and of dinlemate effec- 
tivences in Europe” and that, assum- 
ing expenditure on armament can- 
not be increased, this “implies that 
our air defence should take pre- 
cedence of that by sen and on Jand.” 
It is a pity that General’ Groves has 
taken up a truculent attitude not 
only towards the other two Services 
but also towards those who have 
been responsible for air policy. 
Surely the subject is one to be 
examined dispaasionately with a 
view to securing effective co- 
operation and a correct assignment

* . e 


Ench of the Services has its 
special potentialities and its special 
limitations, and our alm should be 
to discover how they can best sup- 
plement each other without cut- 
throat competition, We recognise 
that, during a period in which the 
Government felt justified. in look- 
ing on War betsveen great nations | 
as out of the question, all the fight- 
ing Services were cut to the mini- 
mum which would enable them to 
carry out thelr normal pence duties 
while providing foundation on 
which to build’ should condition 
change. Conditions have now 
changed, or threaten to change, and 
it is nota question of cutting down 
any one of the Services still further, 
but of deciding which require re- 
construction and to what extent. 


Genernt Groves’ claim, na he 
presents it, confuses three pro- 
blems: 


a) What forces do we require 
for Home Defence? 


(b) What do we require to sup 
port diplomatic action or to honour 
treaty commitments? 


‘(c) What do we require for 
protecting and policing our Over- 
sens possessions and linea of com- 
munication? | . 

Broadly speaking, under present 
conditions, for (a) the predominant 
partner {is the Air Force; for (b) 
it ts still the Navy; and for  (c) 
the Army and Navy are predomin- 
cant-In-their -reapective -spheres.—-.— 


In the cause of Home Defence, the 
number of potential cnemics is 
small, and only if we -ificlude 
France among them is the Navy 
concerned, while the Army’s con- 
tribution {4 almost entirely re- 
presented by anti-aircraft and const 
defence units of the Territorial 
Army. 


The greater the menace of alr 
attack becomes the stronger should, 
ba our Air Forces, and the more it 
should be concentrated at home, 
One must realise, however, that 
unless it is strong enough to sic. 
ceed as a doterrent it docs not give 
security. Direct local defence cin 


only diminish the intensity, of at- 
tack; and should war from the air 
In' {ta extreme form materiallae, tho 
effectiveness of attack would be the 
product of the strength of attack 
and of vulnerability to attack. In 
neither respect are wo likely ovor 
to bo in a position of advantage 
nules we have the assistance of an 
ally. ; oa ‘ 


The ‘importance of deterrent 
effect is, therefore, evident, and I 
am glad to note that Gencral 
Groves docs not shrink. from the 
word “reprisals,” nor is he a be- 
lever in a policy that would Ilmit 
counter-offeristve action to targets 
which would sonly Indirectly oen- 
danger the hostile civil population. 


As a means of exercising diplo- 
matic pressure, air power—oexcept 
when acting in combination with 
the other Servicea—has many 
limitations. Our interests . are 
world-wide and in many places the 
nir could not be employed for lack 
of a base of operations. More im- 
portant in the fact that our Govern- 
ment would nlmost certainly refuse 
togsanction the only forms of attack 
which would be effective, such ns 
combing of towns. A similinr difli- 
culty would be encountered ff we 
sent an air contingent to the 
assistance of anally. Many ques- 
tions must arise as to how it could 
legitimately be employed, unless the 
enemy’s action justified extreme 
forms of reprisal. It is_ still the 
Navy which gives us independent 
worldwide authority. -Both the 
Army and the Air Force are sub- 
aldiary instruments which, where 
civilised mations are concerned, 
carry welght only as adjuncts to 
the forces of an ally. | ae ae 


When we come to the problem of 
protecting sea communications and 
of policing and protecting our 
Overseas possessions, the iden of 
giving the ' Air ‘Farce precedence 
over the older Services cannot 
maintained. In each case, the air 
can add to the effectiveness of the 
older Services, but cannot replace 
them. ‘The point I wish to make, 
however, is that, in the interests 
of securing the maximum concen- 
tration of alr power for Home 
Defence, it {fs strategically un- 
sound to multiply the commitments 
of the Air Forces overseas fn non- 
essentinI permanent detachments, 
That the Air Forces dtrengthens 
our hold over. the disturbed regions 
on the N.W, Frontier of India and 
reduces abnormal expenditure on 
punitive operations, no one, I think, 
denies. But the Air Arm docs not 
do away with the necessity of main- 
taining ground troops to protect 
the Fronticr and to maintain in- 
ternal security in India. Even In 
Traq the Air Force requires the co- 
‘operntion---of —-the —Iraq —-Army.: 
Valuable as the Aly Force {is in our 
outlyingy possessiona, Home De-~, 
fence is now jts first duty. 


‘There may be, and I believe there 
is, » good cuse for increasing the 
strength of.the Air: Force to a 
standard at)which it would form a 
definite deterrent to aggressive air 
action, To strengthen it, however, 
at the expense of other Services— 
already too weak—would merely 
upset the general system on which 
our national authority and security 
stands, without providing protec- 
tion agninst the particular—and 
possibly exnaygerated—menace of 
alr attack. °

- NOTED RAILWAY ‘MAGNATE 
‘DIES IN SCOTLAND

Alexander Henderson, authority 
on rajhvays, Conservative politi- 
clan and first Baron Faringdon, 
was born. In London. in Soptem- 
bor, 1850, of Scottish paronts, his 
fathor being Georgo Henderson 
of Langholm, Dumfries. 


“Aftor being cducated privately 
ho went into tho rallway sorvice 
and eventually became Chairman 
of the Great Central Rallway. 


-On. the political aldo ho waa an 
ardent supporter of Joseph Cham- 
berlain and. was elected Liberal 
Unionist M.P. for West Stafford 
fn 1898, A Conservative Govern- 
ment was In_offlco at the time 
with the Liberal Unionists 
(Liberals who broke away from 
Gladstone on tho Irish Home Rulo 
question) as supporters, Cham- 
berlain, their leader, being 
Colonia] Secretary. : 


Henderson becamo a very active 
worker for the Conservative and 
Liberal Unionist cause’ and in 
1902 was created a Baronet, 


Within a year Chamberlain re- 
signed and began his Tarlff Re- 
form campalgn—a movement for 
the’ {ntroduction of duties in 
favour of Empire produce. Hen- 
derson shared hia views and be- 
came a member of the Tarif! Com- 
mission of business men, which 
Chamberlain set up in 1904 to 
examine his fisen! proposals nnd 
report on them. es 


The task was a big one and 
kept the ‘commission busy for 
some years.. When the Conserva- 
tive Government wont -out - of 
office in January, 1906, Hender- 
son lost his scat, but in 1918 was

‘HOME DEFENGK THE FIRST DUTY OF 


BRITAIN'S 
By- Major-General 


RIGADIER-GENERAL Groves, 

in his “Behind the Smoke 
Sereecn,”” has dealt very fully with 
the whole question of the employ- 
ment of alr power, though he Inys 
much more stress on the potentlall- 
ties he claims for’ it than on its 
limitations. Many: of . his: conten- 
tiona one cannat accept, but there 
{gs no denying the Importance of the 
subject. and, without entering into 
controversy on points of‘ detail, I 
should like to discuss his main 
thesis. , 


He claims that “adequate air 
power is now for Britain the first 
and indispehsnble condition both of 
security and of: diplomatic effec- 
tiveness in Europe’ and that, assum- 
ing expenditure on armament can- 
not be increased, this “implies that 
our air defence should take pre- 
cedence of that by sea and on land.” 
It Is a-pity. that General Groves has 
taken up o truculent attitude not 
only towards the other two Services 
but also towards those who have 
been ‘responsible for air policy. 
Surely the subject is one to be 
examined dispnasionntely with a 
view to sccuring effective co- 
operation and a correct assignment 
of tasks, 


Ench of the Services has its 
special potentialities and ite special 
limitations, and our aim should be 
to discover how they can best sup- 
plement each other without cut- 
thront competition’ We recognise 
that, during a period in which the 
Government felt justified in look- 
{ng on war between great nations 
as out of the question, all the fight- 
ing Services were cut to the mini- 
mum which would enable them ‘to 
carry out their normal pence duties 
while providing .2. foundation on 
which to build should condition 
change. Conditions .have now 
changed, or threaten to change, and 
it is not a question of cutting down 
any one of the Services atill further, 
but of deciding which require re- 
construction and to what extent. 


General Groves’ claim, ns he 
resents it, confuses three pro- 
lems: 


(ay What forces do we requir 
for Home Defence? 


(b} What do we require to sup- 


port diplomatic action or to honour 
treaty commitments? 


(c) What do we require for 
protecting and policing our Over- 
sens possessions and lines of cofn- 
munication? 


~~Brondly-speaking,- under: present: 


conditions, for (1) the predominant 
partner is the Air Force; for (b) 
it is still the Navy; and ‘for (ce) 
the Army nnd Navy are predomin- 
ant in their reapective spheres. 


In the case of Home Deferice, the 
number of potential enemies Is 
‘smatl, and only if we Include 
France among them is the Navy 
concerned, while the Army’s con-, 
tribution is almost entirely re- 
presented by anti-nircraft and coast 
defence units of the Territorlal 
Army. ¢ e 

The greater the menace of nir 
attack becomes the stronger should 
be our Alr Forces, and the more it 
should be concentrated at home. 
One must realise, however, that

only diminish the Intensity of at- 
tock; and should war from the alr 
‘in its extreme form materialise, the 
effectiveness of nttack wonld be the 
product of the strength of attack 
and of yulnerabllity to attack. In 
nelther respect are wa likely ever: 
to be In a position of advantayo 
unleas we have the assistance of an 
Di! iy. rr * rae ies 
The {importance of | deterrent 
effect {s, therefore, evident, and I 
am gind to note that General 
Groves'docs not shrink from the 
word “reprisals,” nor iy he a be- 
Hover In a policy that would limit 
cotnter-offensive action to targeta 
which would only {indirectly en- 
danger the hostile civil population. 


As a means of exercising diplo- 
matie pressure, alr power—except 
when acting in combination with 
the .other Services—hag many 
Hmitations. Our interests aro 
world-wide and in many places the 
alr could not be employed for lack 
of a base of operations, More im- 
portant is the fact that our Govern- 
ment would almost cortainly refuse 
to'sanctlon the only forme of attack 
which would bo effective, such as 
combing of towns. A similiar dili- 
culty would be encountered if we 
sent an air contingent to the 
nasistance of an ally, Many ques-. 
‘tions must arise as to how it could 
legitimately be employed, unless the 
enemy’s action justified. extreme 
forms of reprisal. It fa sth the 
Navy which gives. ua Independent 
worldwide authority. Both the 
Army and the Alr Force are sub- 
sidlary instruments which, where 
civilised nations are concerned, 
carry weight only as adjuncts to 
the forces of an ally, ‘ 


When we come to the problem of 
protecting sen communications and 
of policing. and protecting our 
Oversens possessions, the Idea of 
giving the Air Force precedence 
over. the older Services cannot be 
maintained. In ench case, the air 
ean add to the effectivencss of the 
older Services, but cannot replace 
them. The point I wish to make, 
however, is that, in the Interests 


fof securing the maximum concen- 


| tration of alr power for Home 
efence, it is strategically un- 
‘i to multiply the commitments 
of ‘the Air Forces overseas in non- 
essential permanent detachments. 
‘That the Air Forces strengthens 
our hold over the disturbed regions 
on the N.W. Frontier of India and 
reduces abnormal expenditure on 
.| punitive operations, no one, I think, 
denies, But the Air Arm docs not 
do away with the necessity of main= 
taining ground troops to protect 
the Frontier and to, maintain in- 
ternal security In India, Even tn 
Traq the Alr Force requires the co- 
operation of the Iraq Army. 
Valunblo on the Air Force is in our 
outlying possessions, Home De- 
fence is now ita firat duty. °° 


. There may be, and I believe there 
ia, a good case for increasing the 
strength of the’ Air Force to a 
standard at which it would form a. 
definite deterrent to aggressive air 
action, To strengthen it, however, 
at the expense of other Services— 
already too weak—would merely 
upset the general system on which 
our national authority and security 
stands, without providing. protec-
